These resolutions ddclare thal the Siates o
rebellion have forfeited all funoctions and pow-
ere assential to the ex stence of a Stato na &
vody politic, and from e moment of their re-
bellion, ceasing to exie: msw State, they foll
undor the exolusive jurisdiotion of Congress as
s territory.  Thie, belng true, It logically fol-
aws, that Lhe b of & State under Lhe
Gunstikation, necestarfly ‘. roilostes all its in-
“titut’ one which werg uphe’. oy the exclunive
uthe Uty of the Staan when in power.  Slavery,
veln;, ona of those instltntioos, deriving all its
iegsli 7 from local laws, nod baviog no origia
i the Federal Constitution or in natural rights,
wush, of pecessily, comse to exist, when Lha
State ngoa which it depends dins,

fortunate Arctic Exploriog Expedition.

The gun Is so old fashioned flint lock shot
gun, and was presented to Sir John Fraoklin,
by Lord Melville, and used by Franklin In his
expedition of 1820-32, The sword is of the
old pattern of the British Royal Navy, and haa
the Lion crest, with the naval emblems on the
guard, and the Britiah coat of mrms on the
blade. Both of these relica bave the appoar.
snce of baviog been tarnished by rust, and
sflerwarda burnished; which latter process bas
oot erssed the traces of age mod exposure.
They bave been deposited in the mame case
with the dress worn by Dr, Kane In the Arctlc
regionn; snother object of [aterest famillar to
all visitors Lo the museum of the Iastitution.

These ioteresting relica wire obtained from
the Eesquimsux of the Arctic coamst, emst of
Mackenzle's river, and were sent to this Inati-
tution by Mr. B, IL, Rows, chlef factor of the
Hudsoo's . Bay Company, at Fort Bimpson.
The Institution has Leen under grest obligs-
tiona o thia gentleman for the generonity he bhas
manlfested, not only in this case, but for former
dooations to the muscum of (bis lostitution. A
large amount of material baa already heen re-
ceived from him snd bl coadjutors, in the way of
meteorology and natural bistory. Ameng the
mure important anlmals, are skioe of the Rooky
Mountalo goat, Arctic reindeer, Barren Ground
bear, Hare-Indian dog, &o.; skeletons of gosl,
reindeer, wolvorens, skins of various fishes, &0.;
Esquimsux snd Indian curioaltios, with many
other objects of equul intercat.
